The Tran'^vaal and Other Ferplexiu;; 
QaestiouB Discussed by tlie 
British Jonrnals. 



New Yohk, Jan. 5.— The very serious 
nature of the position in which Great 
Britain finds herself with respect to more 
tlmii one of the Europeun il'owurs, niid 
parlicuhirly Cieruinny, as a roHiill of Dr, 
Jameson's raid in Sontli Africa, lornis 
tlio leailint; lujiic in the weelvly cable let- 
ters of the London correspondents of the 
New York papers. The strange silence 
of Hon. Cecil Rhodes is also commented 
upon. 

Ballard Sinitli cables to the World 
from London : Aa the night's dark- 
ness eonies down upon London this 
evening it seems imleed the blackest 
hour for Kniiland in all her eventful his- 
tory. The hand of the whole civili/.cd 
world is against her at this moment. 
To-morrow, the day after, next week, or 
even before this cable despatch is pub- 
lislied, it may be that the armed baud 
of Germaiiv or of Kiissia may 
strike. These are not the mere 
words of a newspaper eorrespondcnt. 
What 1 have is the quotation is In iiM' tjl 
every moriiiiij.' and afternoon ncwsiiapcr 
in London, ul the earnest -and urgent 
conversation on tlie streets, at the cinbs 
and in everv gallioring. It is impossible 
for an American descendant from tliis 
|)eople not to sympathize with them in 
this dav of their great tribnlation, not to 
fail to admire their dogged acceptance of 
isolation and danjrer." 

The Telegraph, the organ of the 
masses, thus bluntly i)hrases their de- 
termination, referring to Ibis morning's 
chorus of various tlireats from Berlin, 
Paris, Vienna and St. I'etersburg: "It 
may prove in tlie long run dangerous 
sport to bait John Hull too l)ard and too 
unanimously. That is the disimsition ol 
all England"to-day— a baited bull, iovcud 
to the wall, dying in his tracks, Init 
furiously lighting to the last. ICvcn 
Italy, counted upon aa steadfast in any 
crisis, turns upon her ally." 

" The English poliey, telegraphs tlie 
Times correspondent from Rome to-day, 
discussing Premier Crispi's known 
friendship for England, is at this mo- 
ment at a discount and if a serious dis- 
aster in Africa should occur, and it should 
he traced by jinblic opinion to the in- 
diffci ence of luigland, where she might 
have helped Italy, that policy will go 
overboard completely and Baron Plane 
will have to retire. President Cleve- 
land's message two weeks ago was called 
everywhere 'a bolt from the blue,' but 
it came no more suddenly, no more un- 
expectedly to England than the 
Kaiser's telegram to Ooni Paul, 
yesterday. It is not one of his impul- 
sive utterances, but a deliberate message 
framed at a meeting of the German cab- 
inet. It is everywliere accepted by the 
press to-day as an insulting challenge to 
the English." " This is, says the Times, 
an nnqualiliecl recoiriiltioii of the inde- 
peudencp oi the Transvaal republic, and 
thus i)laiit!-: the suzerainty on (ireat 
Kritain. It intiunite.'j German readiness 
to respond to the appeal of the Boer 
reiniblic for Lielp." 

This evening's St. .bimes' Gazette, the 
Staunchcst of l^ord Salisbury's news- 
paper supporters, saysof it : " The Em- 
peror's message is nothing but a bitter 
insult to this country after a naval i 
council of war.

It is the 
epoi'h-making imperial telegram from 
lierliii to Johannesburg whicli has 
aroused Great Britain us notli.ng has 
stirred British spunk and patriotism 
in this generation. Nearly a hundred 
of En<tland's bravest though cri muially 
mi.sguided sons have jiaid the highest 
mortal penalty lor their folly, while the 
lives of five huiidreil more are forfeited 
under the law. It has been a grievous 
blow. Eor once she admits that 
though justice may be always right, it 
is not always the best thing; and yet 
her grief and shame are almost awal- 
1 owe 1 up in her indignation over the 
sting of a rebuke from the German Eni- 
peior and the unanimous savage hostil- 
ity of all I'Airope, It lias reciuired 
many warnings to reveal her jiosition 
to iior, but at last slie _ under- 
stands it. She was iielieil in Asia. She 
was llouteil in Turkey, she was ehal- 
lenge<l in .Imerica an<l still she saw not 
because she would not see. Vesterday 
came the lightning Hash. To-day she is 
inarms ami splendid in her defiance. 
There was not a spark of war spirit 
in this country until twenty-four 
liours ago. To-day it is in 
every man's mind. Englishmen seem 
to believe that every nation's hand is 
raised against tliem and ready to strike, 
'.but let them come on, we'll light them 
single handed,' are the words in wh ich 
I have heard more than one angry I hig- 
lishman express t/ie prevailing senti- 
ment to-day. 

This remarkable awakening of llie na- 
tion is certain to enhance the terribly 
embarrassing situation which confronts 
tlie government. It is more than ever 
evid.ent that public oi)inion, neither in 
South Africa nor in England, 
will tolerate the sacrifice of Dr. 
Jameson, Sir John Willonghby and 
other leaders of the invasion 
as victims of the law which they viola- 
ted. If the Boers insist upon executing 
any of these men, as they bavi' ;i right 
to do, and the Salisbury goveninienl 
fail to interfere, popular opinion in 
England would cover the Tory ministry 
with odium, while it would require the 
whole British army to prevent the 
South .\fricaii i-olonies from becoming 
.111 indeiiciident republic. On the 
other hand, if Lord Salisbury 
undertakes to forbid tlie Transvaal 
rei)ublic from executing its laws against 
the English ofl'enders, be can reckon 
with interference from Berlin, which 
will not be eonlinetl to the telegram from 
President Krnger. The dilemnni of the 
British government is so serious, in fact, 
that it amounts to their being practical- 
ly at the mercy of the Boers. 

There is no doubt President Ivruger is 
shrewd enough to appreciate the situa- 
tion, and he is certain to demand a good 
jiriee for mercy and moderation. Specu- 
lation is already rife as to what these 
(lemaiKls will lie. Tlic feature of Em- 
percn- William's message to President 
Kruger most widely discussed in this 
country is the fact that bis language 
distinctly ignores the British suzerainty 
over tlie Transvi\al repul)lic. This is re- 
garded, lx)th in oHicial and private 
circles, as a direct menace, which, 
if followed up, would speedily be 
made a casus belli by (.ire;it llritaiii. It 
is insisted by such men as .Sir Charles 
Dilke, who regards the situation as ex- 
tremely grave, that iMnrland can on no 
account pernnt herself to be succeeded 
by German V or any other country as the 
protector of the Transvaal. It is already 
announced in semi-official form that the 
British naval force in the neighborhood 
of Delagoa Bay is immensely suixsrior to 
the two Crerin;in cruisers wbicli have ■ 
been ordered there. 

Grave rumors ami wild speculations 
regarding the general South .African 
situation are flying :ibout London to- 
night. Many p(!rs(jiis having imjiortant [ 
rtdations with Ca]»Uowii are beginning 
to attach a sm'ious meaning to the fact | 
that the goverimient have been in soli' 
possession of the only available cable to 
South Africa since 'fuesdav, anil refuse 
to allow it to be used for any ordinary 
business. 

It should be remembered also that not 
a word has been uttered to explain the 
great mystery of Dr. Jainesou's invasion

The next morning he at- 
tacked the Boers, who were en- 
trenched in !( slronj; position The 
BoerS nuinbenul 1 ,.jOO. Jameson 
was repulsed, but tried to move by 
Randfontein to Roodeport and was 
stopped at Dorinkop. On the afternoon 
of January 2 hea\-y lighting took place, 
and the state artillery uame up. l)r. 
Jameson was outnmnbored and some of 
his men were nearly stiirveil, many 
of tliem luivini; l)ei'ii witlimit {nod 
for three days. TliiMr wi'ic 
rxhan.stcii, and llu-y wiTi' lurccil t.i sur- 
lendi'i-.

I^niperor summon- 
ed the minister of foreign allairs, Baron 
von Biebersteiu, and Mr. Kayers, direc- 
tor of the colonial oflice, to Putsdain 
and spoke to tliein in strong terms of 
the breach of international law Later, 
an official note was sent to the British 
government asking, curtly, the meaning 
of Dr. Jameson's raid, and what steps 
would be taken to neutralize it. More- 
over, it is asserted 011 good authority the 
intention to land German sailors at 
Delagoa Bay was abandoned only on the 
receipt of the news of Dr. Jameson's de- 
feat.

At the New Year's reception at the 
pahice, Kmperor William was frigid in 
liifi treatment of the Kritisli ambassador, 
Sir l<'ran<;ia C. Lascclles. It was re- 
marked that His ]\lajesty liarely ad- 
dressed a few words to him, and eyi'd 
him sternly. On the otla^r hand, tlu^ 
Emiieror'a reception of the U.S. ambas- 
sador was most cordial. Besides, the 
usual congratulations. His Majesty took 
pains to manifest the undisturbed rela- 
tions of intimacy between Germany anil 
the U.S.

THE MBTIIOFOLITAN CHURCH, 

Third of the Scries of Sermons Given by 
Rev. Solomon Cleaver. 

There was a large congregation at the 
Metropolitan Methodist (dun-ch last 
evening, showing that the i ii t(M'est taken 
in the scries of sermons lieing given by 
the Ki'V. Solomon (.'leaver, M..\ ., is as 
great as ever. The preacher took his 
text for the third s(;rnion of the series 
from 1 Kings, chap, xviii, V. '21. "How 
long halt ve between two opinions'.' 
If the Lord be (lod, follow 
him; but if Baal, then follow him. " 
The preacher showed how Israel had 
been halting for eight years between 
(iod and Baal, and that God had given 
them three and a half years of want and 
famine to bring them "to a decision, and 
vet they were undecided. How many of 
his congregation had been halting ten, 
twentv, or even loi-tv years lietween 
Baal (sin) and (iod '. ' .\bab, tbe king, 
had lor three years been trying to 
lind Klijah liy sending liis men over the 
whole i-oiintr\- but without succi'ss. 
Now. the much hated iiro|diet,he who 
had caused all thin tioubli' sent for Ahab 
and demanded an audience. The news 
that Klijah had come back spread like 
lightning throughout the country for 
nnicli was expected of him. he 
at whose words the heavens were 
closed, could he not remedy the terrible 
devastations of famine? Elijah's inter- 
view with Ahab resulted in an order for 
all to meet at Mount Carmel, and all 
Israel and the S.'l jiriests and prophets 
assembled there ihiring the night. 
Then two altars were erected, one 
for Baal and the oilier for the 
L<ird. The preacher tlieii graphically 
dchcribed the vain attein[its of the jiro- 
phets <il Baal to bi-iiig lire to eat up the 
saeriliee of the hullork; liow tliev labor- 
ed on until :t o'clock tlnit afternoon and, 
after cutting themselves with kni\es 
and blood llowed freely over the saeri- 
liee, the prophets of lianl sank fainting 
beside the alter. Then followed 
the prayer of Klijah to the 
Lord, aa given in the l>Gth verse 
of the chapter under consider- 
ation and how the prayer was scarce 
linished when lire came down from 
Heaven and hcki-cl up the sacrifice, the 
et'.)neg and the water, and then the slay- 
ing of the false prophets. The preacher 
dwelt on the necessity of lire in the 
Christian life. Fire throughout history 
had been syndjolical of God's ])resence, 
as at Mount Sinai. God dues not want 
a sleepy religion ; M'here there is no lire 
there is no religion. 

Then followed the rain, which came 
in mercy over the thirsty land, though 
not befiiVe Elijah had learned a lesson of 
patience, for his servant had to go out 
and look at the heavens seven times be- 
fore he saw a cloud rising. Then Eliiid) 
ran before the chariot of .\hab 
to Jezreel, ami wlum the news was 
brought to Klijah that .iezebcl had 
cursed him when she hi'arrl of the mir- 
acle of Mount Carnud, hi — enfeebled 
wilh his long physical exertions — show- 
ccl the only sign of weakness in his his- 
tory and tied to the desert toward .Mount 
lloren. where he sank exhausted and 
disheartened under a juniper bush. The 
fourth serniiin of the series, " Elijah, 
the I'rofihet of Fire." will be preached 
next Sunday evening.

had entirely disa|ipeai eel. Were 1 to he 
askeil on this phitlorni any sucli cpu'S- 
tioii as to my personal iieliels us was 
asked of Macaulay, 1 should give the 
same answer that he gav( — ' 1 am a 
Christian' — ^and 1 would refuse to 
answer one word more.
